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THE GOSPEL OF DELAY. 


We are glad to find from the 
speech of the Finance Minister, 
Mr. Foster, at Sherbrooke, VP’. Q., 
2 few days ago, that the “ gospel 
of delay,’ (as he names it) as re- 
gards adopting mensures to stim- 
ulate Canada’s trade with the 
British Weet Indies and China 
and Japan, is in disfavor with 
the Government. Mr. Foster 
points to the fact that there is 
a market in the West Indies for 
much of our agricultural pro- 
ducts which the McKinley bill 
will shut out of the United 
States, and that there are also 
unlimited markets in China and 
Japan to be cultivated. He in- 
timates that rapid steamship 
comraunication with the West 
Tndies and the Asiatic countries 
is to do the business, but we 
apprehend that the country 
with which we must immedi- 
ately enlarge our trade, the 
country that needs our products, 
the country which admits these 
products free while we treat 
her and the unfriendly Ameri- 
cans precisely alike, is England. 
The Finance Minister expects 
much from the West Indies and 
China and Japan and England 
while we are taxing to the ut- 
most everything we bring from 
those countries and giving them 
no advantage whatever in our 
markeis. This is really the 
“ gospel of delay.” We tear his 
expectations may not be realiz- 
ed. Subsidizing two or three 


States while no additional sales 
worth mentioning are made in 
the English market, they must 
not be surprised if the Canadian 
farmer continues to sigh for the 
market nearest to him and is 
found plastic in the hands of 
the advocates of Unrestricted 
Reciprocity, the stepping stone 
to Annexation. 


ALBERTA FIRST! 


Mr. Peter McCarthy’s letter in 
support of the movement to create 
a separate territory of Alberta will 
be read with general interest. (We 
shall be giad to hear from others on 
the same subject.) It is a thought- 
ful letter, dealing with the question 
from an elevated standpoint, and 
can only deepen the impression in 
favor of the movement, As Mr, Mc- 
Carthy says, our population amply 
warrants the change and the ad- 
vancement of our special interests 
demands it. The question of cost 
is so small a matter compared with 
the great public gain that it is praec- 
tically not worth discussing, but 
Mr. McCarthy deals with it and 
shows that no possible objection can 
be raised on that score. Our corres- 
pondent lays stress in his closing 
paragraph on the necessity for early 
action, a point on which he can not 
be too emphatic. We should act 
without delay. Weshould move 
Now. Matters should be so far 
forward when Parliamcnt ro-assem- 
bles that the Government’s North- 
West Territories bill, so frequently 
presented and withdrawn, will next 
session include provision for the 
new Territory of Alberta. As the 
matter is not a Calgary affair only 
but one in which every Albertan 
from Edmonton to Macleod is deeply 
interested, it would be only right 
that public meetings should be held 
throughout Alberta and expression 
given to the wishes of the people. 
The time for work is short, ‘The 
country should move quickly. Every 
interest will protest against delay 
and demand prompt, earnest, effec- 
tive action.

Why should our 
tariff be the same tothe two coun- 
tries ? Why should we not lay 
aside onceand for all that “ gos- 
pel of delay” and seize the pres- 
ent as the most fitting moment 
to discriminate in favor of the 
British manufacturer by advanc- 
ing our tariff on United States 
manufactures five per cent, or if 
necessary ten per cent, or what- 
ever advance is needed to give 
the British manufacturer the 
market as against United States 
manufactures. As already ex- 
plained, we shall lose no revenue 
by adopting such a policy; we 
enlarge our imports over ocean 
and cheapen freights for our ex- 
ports to England; and we shal! 
certainly create in Great Britain 
a public sentiment in favor of 
the Dominion and its interests, 
attract British capital to Canada 
and Jay the foundation for a 
future vast inter-]mperial com- 
mercial league, leading ultimate.

“WANTED: A NEW TERRITORY—THE 
TERRITORY OF ALBERTA.” 


To the Editor of Tak Hernan 

Sin ; | was much impressed and grati- 
fied by reading your recent editorial on 
the above subject. The article was not 
only timely but the facts you mentioned 
irresistible, and no person residing in 
Alberta, nay more, no resident of the 
Northwest ‘lerritor'es, can candidly put 
forth reasonable objections to the form- 


ation of Alberta into a separate Territory 
or, what would be better, a separate 
Province, 

On looking back a few years we find 
that the Northwest Territories with a 
population not equalling that of Alberta 
at present was given a legislative council 
consisting of eleven members, the Lieu- 
tenant Governor being the Lieutenant 
Governor of Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories. It was but a short time 
before the Territories had sufficiently 
increased in importance and population 
that it became necessary to have a Licu- 
tenant Governor wholly for the same and 
the governmental affairs administered 
apart from Manitoba influence or inter- 
vention. At that date the population of 
the Territories was almost wholly within 
Assiniboia, and 60 the capital of the Ter- 
ritories was located at Regina, and for 
the time being all public affairs of the 
Territories wore administered at Regina, 
which, for the reasons mentioned, worked 
without much injustice to any part of this 
country ; but since then the position of 
affairs has materially changed, and were 
we to-day to start anew no one can doubt 
but that Alberta and not Assiniboia would 
have had the seat of Government and that 
at Calgary. 

Today Alberta, I believe, contains a 
larger population than all the other parts 
of the Territories together; bat the 
affairs of this great Province are still 
administered at Regina, over four hun- 
dred miles distant. What would the 
people of Ontario say were they forced 
to draw their inspiration, and be gov- 
erned, from Montreal, almost the same 
distance from Toroato that Regina is 
from Calgary ? 

But, Mr. Editor, there need be no 
friction or jealousy between Assinaboia 
and Alberta. Each contains a larger 
area than Ontario, and each is rapidly 
filling with a contented and prosperous 
class of citizens. The point is this; are 
we to continue to have the whole ‘Terri- 
tortes presided over and goyerned by one 
Lieutenant Governor residing at Regina ? 
The country is se large thit this cannot 
be done with equa! justice to all, This is 
aninstance where ‘‘distance’’ does not 
‘lend enchantment to the view.'' The 
people of these Territories do not want 
intérnal strife and discord nor provincia 
jealousy and these can only be avoided 
by a division of the Territcries under 
different and separate Goyernors and 
Legislative Assemblies, Assinaboia is 
entirely an agricultural country, whereas 
Alberta, as you pointed out, has many 
and varied resources needing develop- 
ment, and we cannot expect the represen- 
tatives of Assinboia to have much interest 
in the development of these resources. 
Our own people alone must look after 
this and our own financial means applied 
in such development and in such manner 
as our own people deem most proper. 

An objection may be made to have a 
local Goyernment for Alberta oa the 
ground of extra expense, but that is more 
a matter of sentiment than reality, All 
the additional expense of any moment, 
for some time to cote, would be the 
salary of « Lieutenant Governor, One 
half of the public officials at Regina 
could be dispensed with, and those not 
required would be sufficient to do the 
work for Alberta, and this same ar- 
gument would apply to the Legislative 
Assembly. One half the members would 
answer the Eastern i'rovince and the 
other half this Western one. Many other 
reasona might be mentioned why Alberta 
should be formed into a separate Pro- 
vince vui space would not permit me 
mentioning them in a letter, 

The coming session of the Legislative 
Assembly will be the last ona for the 
present members, and the Dominion 
Parliament at the next session will no 
doubt alter the law as to the government 
of the Territories. It behooves us to be 
up and doing without delay, if any pro- 
gressisto be made in this matter. I 
would suggest the holding of public 
meetings through Alberta and an organi- 
zation established which would bring the 
whole question before the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and Parliament in time for 
action when they next assemble,

Shipment of the Cochrane Cattle, 

There will be shipped from Strathmore 
this week 955 head of beef cattle from the 
Cochrane ranch onthe Belly River, for 
England direct. The berd are expected 
to reach the Bow River to-day, crossing 
in Tp. 21, R 25, six or seven miles above 
the Blackfoot Reserve. Foreman Patter- 
son isin charge of the drive. ‘I'he cattle 
will be held on feeding ground at some 
springs about 7 miles from the C. P. R. 
stockyards at Strathmore, and will be sent 
to the station a train load at a time, 
There will be four train toads, the first of 
which will leave on Thursday and the last 
on Sunday, following each other at inter- 
vals of 24 hours. ‘These are present 
arrangements, and it 1s thought they will 
be adhered to. The first train load will 
consist of half bred Herefords, the remain- 
der largely ot Durhams with some Polled 
Angus. Mr. W. F. Cochrane has gone to 
euperintend the shipment and Messrs, 
Nele Loring, Ticchurst and others go to 
take charge of the cattle on shipboard 
andin England, It is the most import- 
ant single shipment of ‘at steers yet made 
from Alberta for the Eoglish market and 
the result of the enterprise will be awaited 
with interest. ; 

The C,. P, R, stock yards at Strathmore 
were established last year and are proying 
a great accommodation to exporters. The 
Government and the C. P, Lt. haye reser- 
ved four sections at Strathmore for feeding 
grounds, but it may ‘we advisable to 
change this, giving less land in the vicin- 
ity of the station and more some distance 
away, it being found advisabte to ‘*hold”’ 
the cattle some distance from the railway 
preparatory to shipping. The Interior 
Departinent (the ©. P, R. co-operating 
with ther sections) bas established a 
reserve a quarter ofa mile wide fora 
catile trail, from the Little Bow River to 
Strathmore, a distance of about 60 miles, 
including a crossing at the Bow Riyera 
mile wide. ‘ihe exact crossing point is 
not yet selected, but this will be done 
immediately the catllemen decide on the 
proper place,

BURCHELL FOUND GUILTY. 
Sentenced to be Hanged, November 14 

Woodstock, Sept. 27.--In the Burchell 
trial yesterday several witnesses identi- 
ged the prisoner asthe person secon on 
the train between Niagara Fulls and 
Princeton Feb. 17, also at Eastwood 
station, ‘Ibe case for defence then com- 
menced. A number of witnesses testitied 
to seeing two men in the vicinity of the 
fatal swamp 17:h of Feb. neither of whom 
resembied the prisoner. Two shots were 
heard in the swamp about 6 o'clock. Wit- 
nesses for the prosecution said shots 
were fired before 3 o’ciock. The astate- 
ments of several witnesses for tho prose. 
oution respecting tho swamps and roads 
were contradicted. The effort of the de- 
fence appears to be to place the murder 
on other shoulders than Burchell’s and at 
atime when the prisoner was known to 


be far from the scene, It is expected 
the case w ..close today. 
Woodstock, Sep. 29.—Today will 


probably end the Burchell trial. At 
present there appears to be a pretty 
strong case against the prisoner, but 
there is no telling what may be brought 
out this morning, Burchell said yes- 
terday that he hadSto speak but one 
word and he would be free, but neverthe- 
less there is a perceptible change in him 
since Saturday. A haunted expression 
Occasionally steals over his face and his 
sleep has been disturbed the last two 
nights. Thereeis a great crowd of 
people waiting to hear the summing up 
of Osler and Blackstock. The general 
opinion is that the judge will charge 
dead against the prisoner. 

Woodstock, Sep, 30.—The evidence in 
the Burchell case closed yesterday 
morning. Counsel addressed the jury 
for and against the prisoner. Judge 
McMahon charged ihe jury against the 
prisoner, also severely reprimanding him 
The jury returned a yerdict of guilty, 
and the Judge sentenced the prisoner to 
hang November 14th. When sentence 
was pronounced the prisoner remained 
stolid and unmoved. He still maintains 
his innocence.

The New Curling Rink. 

The plans haye been prepared by Mr F, 
Dick and may now be seen by those who 
are interested in curling, a class that 
includes a large proportion of our town's 
population.

‘The principal dimensions are: ground 
covered by the building 73 x 165 it. The 
centre or main section of the building is 
33 ft. wide, with a wing or section on each 
side ot 20 ft.

Inthe main or centre 
portion there will be two rinks, and one 
rink in each wing. Atthe Northcote 
avenue front there will be aclub room

the rinks there will be a gallery for 
spectators. The central roofs a truss sup- 
ported by rows of posts the whole length 
of the building ‘The centre rinks will 
be separated from the rink on either 
side by platforms 4ii. wide from en: to 
end of the building. ‘There will also be 
a platform Sf. wide arose exch end 
The building will be thoroughly lighted 
in day time from the ends and root by 
windows and by the electric Jight at 
night and ventilated by two slat turrets 
in the roof. When completed it will be 
the most comfortable and perfect curling 
rink in the North-West.
